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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 



1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 15-121 and 230-237, drawn to a method of network resource 
access controlling, classified in class 709, subclass 229. 

II. Claims 159-183, 187-191 and 226-229, drawn to a method of computer- 
to-computer protocol implementing, classified in class 709, subclass 230. 

III. Claims 145-150 and 238-242, drawn to a method of computer-to-computer 
data routing, classified in class 709, subclass 238. 

2. Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I separate utility 
such as controlling the resources access by authentication, classified in a different 
Class/Subclass. Invention II has separate utility such as controlling data transfer by 
maintaining protocol communication, classified in a different Class/Subclass. Invention 
III has separate utility such as selecting a path via which the computers will transfer 
data (routing), classified in a different Class/Subclass. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other, because of the following 
reasons: 
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(a) These inventions have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their 
different classifications. 

(b) The search required for each Group is different and not co-extensive for 
examination purposes. 

The searches for these inventions would not be co-extensive because these 
Groups would require different searches on PTO's classification class and subclass as 
shown above. 

For the reasons given above restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
